The only ice 
mauufacturing plant in the city has followed 
the example of the natural ice dealers in rais- 
ing rates, cutting their figures only enough to 
make a sale for their article. It Is a golden 4 
barvest for this concern, and if they had a 
greater capacity the owners of the plant 
would make a fortune in this one summer. 

The effects of the gouve are felt every where. 
Saloon-keeper Pat Carmody says it makes a 
difference of just $4 per day in his ice bill, and 
for this he recelves no return, as he cannot 
raise the price of drinks to bis. customers nor 
can he stint them in the use of ice. Other 
saloons feel it just the same way, the 
smaller places which use lose ice having 
of course smaller bilis and bence less to pay, 
but the amount is as great in proportion to 
thelr income. Perhaps no class is so much 

affected by the advance, however, as the 
butcbers. Ice is absolutely indesnensible in 
their business, and if not used in plenty their 
ineats quickly spoil on their 
nunds. Louis Schaefer and. Mike Foerstel 
in speaking of the matter said that they used 
frow fifteen hundred to two thousand pounds 
of ice a day each, and at 65 cents a hundred is 
from $9.75to $l3aday. The summer season 
istheir duilest time, as many of their best 
customers are out of the city and the people 
who remain do not eat as much meat as usual 
on account of the 9 

Mr. Foerstel he heard some 
talk among bute — that they would 
have to raise prices on meats, but Mr. 
Schaefer says this cannotbedone. Both men 
say that tue raise in ice will drive a great 
many butchers and meat shop men out of the 
business, atleast for the summer months, if 
not altogether, as men who only sell $9 or $10 
worth of meat 1 day cannot 
possibly buy the necessary lee to keep their 
meat cool. 

ICE AT A DOLLAR A TON. 

It seems that although the ice combine has 
done all in its power to keep St. Louisans 
from Ag cool, it bas reckoned without 
its host, for by next Wednesday a new factory 
will be started up for the manufacture of 
artificial ice. The factory is to be at Reck 
Spring andis owned by John Ring, the in- 
ventor ofan appliance for making artificial 
ice, and which is now extensively in use,

SHE BOXED THE EARS OF A RIVAL IN THE 
PRESENCE OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 


A Scandalous Scene Caused by a Dress and 
Vhich Resulted tn the Less ef a Foreign 
Mission—Career of the Little Cartridge 
Maker, Who Promises te Be the Greatest 
Prima Donna Paris Has Seen in Twenty 
Tons. 


Spoelal Correspondence of the 8 
ARIS, June 10.— 
One of the celeb- 
rities, or rather 
one of the oddi- 
ties of the Second 
Empire, tn the 
person of Mme. de 
Sombreoil, former- 
ly Duchess de Per- 
signy, has just 
departed this life 
after avery stormy 
and sensations! 
existence. She 
was just 60 years 
of age. Her father 
Prince dela Moskowa, eldest 
son of the renowned , Marshal Ney. Her 
mother, the old Princess, died only a few 
years aso, and was famed for being 
the most miserly old lady in ail 
Paris. She was immensely wealthy, 
but lived in the constant practice 
of the most minute and sordid economy. For 
instance, she always slept on a cot bed In one 
of the passage ways of her abode for fear of 
wearing out the carpet and furniture of her 
bedroom. 

Mme. de Persigny was married to her first 
spouse, the favorite and confidential adviser 
of Napoleon III., the last of May, 1852. His 
real name was Fialin, and de recelved as a 
wedding gift from his illustrious master 8100, 
000. But the vivacious bride was by ne 
means satisfied with her busband’s 
position. She had not been many years mar- 
ried before she informed the Emperor tbat 
she wanted to be a duchess,and that unless he 
made her husband a duke she meant to run 
away withthe Duke de Gramont-Caderousse. 
Asthe lady was quite capable of keeping her 
word, Napoleon III. gave way, and M. Fialin 
became the Duke de Pers guy. Butshe was a 
very comical Duchess after all. She was fond 
of going to the Bal Madille, then in the height 


of ite notoriety, and she used sometimes to 
join in the dances there with immense 
gusto. 

Her husband was made Ambassador to Lon- 
don in 1859, and Lord Malmesbury in his 


the 


memoirs has given some account of the 
Duchess eccentric vagaries which much 
amazed the society of the British capital. 
One of herfreaks brought about the retire- 
mont of M. de Persigny from his post. She 
was invited to a magnificent ball, at which the 
| Queen and Prince Albert were to be present, 
and to do honor to the occasion the Ambassa- 
drese had ordered avery superb and strikingly 
original tollette, the dressmaker pledginy her 
word that not another like it should be pro- 
duced. What was the wrath of Mme. de Per- 
signy on beholding a lady wearing a dress 
precisely like her own enter the ball-room 
shortly after her own arrival? She rushed up 
to the wearer of this duplicate toilette and 
soundly boxed herears! The scandal created 
by this action on such an occasion and in the 
presence of royalty was of course tremendous, 
So M. de Persigny thought it best to resign bis 
ambassadorial functions and to return to 
Paris, where the Emperor cg@@ferred upon 
him the post of Minister of the Interior. He 
died in "872. A year later i's widow married 
a voung and bandsome lawyer, one M. Hya- 
cinthe Lemoyne, whom she had met in Egypt. 
Her mother tried hard to prevent this match, 
and brought her daughter before the courts in 
an effort to have her interdicted as 
‘‘a person suffering from moral de- 
mentia or Iimbecility.’’ But the courts 
rejected the appeal of the old Prin- 
cess, Mme. de Persigny served her with the 
three ‘‘respectful summons’’ according to 
French usage, und married her lawyer tri- 
umphantiy. He died some few years ago, 
and then she married the Marquis de 
Sombreull, who, I think, survives her. Alto- 
gother, she was one ofthe most eccentric of 
the very odd oid ladies who form the most 
* feature of French society.

hundred striking c ers gathered on 
Broadway, between Leonard and White 
streets, this morning at the hour when the 
hands Ip Meyer & Jonassen’s shops at 354, and 
the Mercantile Cloak’s place at 304 Broadway, 
were going to work, These firms are two of 
the largest in the trade and are battling in the 
front row of the Employers’ Association 
against the strikers’ demands, When their 
employees appeared and tried to enter 
the shops, they were surround- 
ed by the Strikers who forbade 


them with vehement gesticulations to enter. 
Some were frightened away by the crowd and 
escaped, while those who persisted in the ef- 
fort to enter the shops were seized and hustied 
away by force. Ina few minutes Broadway 
for two blocks west was the scene of a dozen 
run g fights. For a short time the strikers 
bad it ail thelrown way The assailed men 
pluckily fought back. As a consequence 
damaged heads among the strikers were 

lentiful. The working cloak makers, 

oweyer, generally got the worst of 
it. Around Meyer & Jonassen’s shops the 
battle raged most flercely. 

Adozen strixers caught Charles Butler, a 
stock clerk, dragged him backward off the 
steps and maltreated him, Joseph Leiberger, 
abuyer for the house, was beaten. An old 
operator named Quincy was set upon and 80 
badly beaten that he had to be removed to 
his home lu bis cab. William Wisner, 
another operator, received severe scalp 
wounds. He was taken to the 
Chambers Street Hospital for treatment. 
Neither pistols nor knives were used in the 
melee, the only weapons used being fiste and 
clubbed umbrellas. When the police arrived 
in force they had no difficulty in dispersing 
the mob. hey used their clubs freely. Mr. 
Meyer of the cloak firm said ne noticed the 
mob gathering, but had no ideathat violence 
would be used. He had supplied the places 
of the strikers, he said, and work was pro- 
gressing as usual. 

Abraham Rosenberg and a crowd of about 
thirty other striking tailors visited the tailor- 
ing shop of Samuel Dillet of 192 Eldridge 
street this forenoon, and made an indiscrim- 
inate attack upon Dillet, his wife and the 
workmen in the shop. Dillet defended 
himself with his revolver. He fired into the 
crowd and shot Rosenberg in the back, in- 
flicting a serious and probably fatal wound. 
Rosenberg was removed to the Hospital and a 
Coroner has been summoned to take his ante- 
mortem statement.

The ticket nominated bythe Dem- 
ocrats accepts the challenge and more 
sharply defines the issue. 

Popular disgust with the alliance be- 
tween the Republican leaders and the 
railroad and mining corporations carried 
the present constitution of Pennsylvania 
in spite of the opposition of the Repub- 
lican leaders. But they managed to carry 
the Legislature and prevent tae enforce- 
mentof the sixteenth and seventeenth 
articles. A continuation of this fight 
elected PaTTisOoN and BLack in 1882. 
but a gerrymandered Legislature again 
stood between the corporations and the 
constitution they violated, and by more 
corruption and false promises the people 
were defrauded for six years longer. 
Now there are symptoms of another Re- 
publican revolt, but no man can say it 
will be large enough to overthrow a Re- 
publican majority of 80,000. 

Such a victory following the revolutions 
in Iowa, Ohio and Rhode Island would be 
a terrible rebuke to the party in power. 
But to win it in Pennsylvania, where 
plutocratio combinations have so long 
dominated the State,and to win it against 
the united efforts of these combinations 
and of the State and Federal adminis- 
trations, would be little less than a mir- 
acle. 


SO — — 

AFTER feeling the party lash and hold - 
ing the caucus gag in his mouth and 
enduring the pangs of intellectual sup- 
pression for one session, Congressman 
BUTTERWORTH thus vents his pent-up 
feelings: 

If 1 were about to be gathered to my fathers, 
and if I were allowed the privilege of ex- 
preseing one final wish for the welfare of my 
country, one wish that would be gratified, I 
should ask that for just one year—just one 
session—members of Congress shouid de 
enabied and permitted to bonestly express 
their thoughts and feelings on the floor ot the 
House, and to bonestly vote according to their 
best judgment. 

This protest against the suppregsion of 
free debate and free action in Congress 
comes from the Republican side of the 
House, and isaterrible arraignment of 
the Reed despotism. It shows that De- 
mocracy is not the only victim of the 
conspiracy against the rights of the 
people’s representatives.

A Strangied City.

In 1870 Philadelphia led every American city 
in manufactures. In 1880 it was overtaken by 
New York. 

Fitty years ago Philadelphia led the cities of 
the Union in commerce; to-day it holds fifth 
piace. 

There was a time when Philadelphia was 
first.in population; to-day, according to un- 
officta! census returns, it must make way for 
Chicago and retire to third place. 

The wonderful growth of that city is due 
almost entirely to free and healthy railroad 
competition. It bas enjoyed the facilities of 
twenty -tbree railroads, while the greater par 
of the territory of Philadelphia has been mo- 
nopolized by one corporation . Western cities 
with lese than one-fifth the population of 
Phiiladeiphia have had double or trebie the 
number of railroads serving them. Other 
communities have been accorded the advan- 
tages of unrestricted trade, but Philadelphia 
has been burdened with the incubus of arall- 
road power that bas driven its business to 
rival cities, denying it the benefits of healthy 
competition, increasing the cost of living and 
levying heavy and discriminating tolls upon 
its people tor bringing them supplies and for 
carrying away their finished products. 


Pensions fer Voubtful states. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

Some striking evidence of the way In which 
the pension bounty of the Government has 
been prostituted for political purposes was 
braught out by Senator Vest during the be- 
bate on the disability bill. Massachusetts, 
for example, furnished 157,785 soidiers and 
Indiana only 195,147; but only 20,272 of the 
Massachusetts men are on the pension rolls, 
while 42,553, or more than twice as many, In- 
diana veterans are pensioners. It is ridicu- 
lous to suppose the Massachusetts men were 
exposed to less dangers in battle or suffered 
less from wounds and disease than the In- 
diana men. How is it, then, that while nearly 
as many soldiers went from Massachusetts as 
frow Indiana, less than half as many of them 
draw pensions? Illinois sent over 60,000 more 
men to the front than Indiana, but its pen- 
sions number 6,000 less than Indliuna’s. Peon- 
syivania furnished nearly twice as many men 
as Indiana, and has only about4,000 more pen- 
sioners. The reason of all this is that Indiana 
is a doubtful State politicaily,and the pension 
office bas been used to make votes.

DEFY THE DEPARTMENT. 


SPRINKLING CONTRACTORS IGNORE THE 
ORDERS OF THE INSPECTORS. 


Supt. Brown's Office Running Itself—In- 
spectors Kept From Their Werk— What 
the Reperts State—Affairsin a Very Bad 
Cenditios—A Beom ia Buailding—Te Le - 
Cate a Pavillicons—City Hall Matters. 


The sprinkling situation was rather pecu- 
liar thie morning, and the condition of affairs 
upto 10 o'clock did not speak well for the 
manner in which the Sprinkling Department 
is conducted. Day before yesterday acting 
Street Commissioner Rauschenbach instructed 
Supt. Brown to get special reports 
from each district inspector. The inspectors 
were notified and instructed to report to-day 
in writing. In justice to the Inspectors it 
must be said that they were nearly ali ready, 
but the fact is that they were interfered with 
in their work as they stood around fora couple 
of hours report in hand waiting for Supt. 
Brown or bis clerk to arrive so that they 
they could file their reports. Their patience 
was wasted, however, as Mr. Brown tele 
Phoned that he was somewhere in the 
wilds of North St. Louis and 
could not come down. The clerk 
was not heard of. In consequence 
of this the majority of the inspectors were 
Kept away from their work just at the most 
important time of day. Some of the inspect- 
ors just dropped their reports on the desk and 
left. Mr. Rauschen bach was asked if the re- 
ports could be had to-day, and ne said that 
the matter was In the hands of Mr. Brown, but 


he had elther forgotten about the report busi- 
ness or did not care. 

There were enough reports made, however, 
in an unofficial manner to show how matters 
stand, what inspection as it is called, amounts 
to. In Dietrict No. 20, the inspector says 
that the streets have not been sprinkled the 
full number ot times since the extra carts 
were tuken off, thut there are not enough 
wagons and that the work is often interrupted 
unreasonably. He goes on to state instances 
where the carts get stuck in a gutter or car 
track and after wasting fifteen or twenty 
minutes in trying 'o get out, open the valves 
and empty the carts. 

A SAMPLE DISTRICT. 

In most cases in this district the carts do not 
fnish their firstrounds until after 11 o’ clock 
in the morning, when they sbould be done by 
8. District No. 19shows up as badly as No. 
20. Here, the inspector says, some of the 
streets do not get their first sprinkling until 
4 o’cloeck in the afternoon. That the 
drivers on the wagons are constantly 
being changed and that they do not know the 
location of the most important streets on 
their routes. That carts are constantly being 
taken out of the districton the plea that they 
must go to the repair shops, and that the 
contractors pay no attention to the instrue- 
tions from the department. 

District No. 21 is reported as being as bad as 
the rest, and that it is Often the case to find 
carts laid off halt the afternoon. 

The districts, some eight orten in all, 
which were reported to-day show a similar 
state of affairs and the inspectors say that 
they are entirely ignored. favorite trick of 
the eprinkler seems to He that of saying the 
cart neéds repairs and instead of sending it to 
the shop to take it to another district to use 
there, thus saving extra Carts. 

All of the Inspectors feel very bitter against 
the sprinklers, because of thelr defiance of 
all authority. One ins tor occupied his 
Idle moments while waiting the pleasure of 
Inspector Brown by ~— speeches de- 
nouncing Sprinkler Joseph in the most un- 
messured terms. He was indorsed by other 
inspectors. 

As soon as Inspector Brown gets ready, if 
be ever does, the reports will go to Mr. 
Rauschenbach, who will either fire some in- 
spectors or cancel some district contracts. 
Every one of the officials connected with the 
sprinkling admit that something must be 
done, and that as soon as possible. 


Gas Consumer Troubles. 


Several complaints and inquiries from elit, 
zens have reached the City Hall concerning a 
practice of the Laciede Gas Co., which are 
causing much troubie and inconvenience. The 


complainants state that they reside in the 
distriet formerly supplle by the Water-Gas 
Co. and that the Laclede Oo. is taking out the 
water-gas meters and —.— in others, 
sometimes taking tvo or turee days to make 
the change and cutéing of the gas during the 
entire time tothe great inconvenience of the 
subscriber. 

Another complaintis made against the test- 
ing gang, which for some reason or other is 
named the ‘‘Saivation Army. These men 
are making some Rind ot tests for the use of 
the company, and attach their testing ma- 
chines to the pipes on the consumer’s side of 
the registering meter, so that all the gas used 
for makiug the test 4 recorded and charged 
to the consumers, he complainants ask, Is 
there any means of Gbtaining redress against 
these practices?

THE HEAT OF SUMMER AND GRANITE 
‘STREETS STOP THE MILL OF JUSTICE. 


The Agony Ensdured bythe Bench, At- 
tormeys and Citizens ina Court-Reom 
With All the Windows born Desorib-d— 
A Change of Venue Asked—A Peculiar 
Will—Court News and Notes. 


The dullness of summer has settled upon 
the Cirenit. Court and the throng of legal 
lights will not iilumine the halls of justice tor 
the next three months. The closing of the 
courts at the ena of June and first 
of July aiways recalls the réasons 
therefor and the heat of summer is not the 
frstnor only one. As long as the streets 
about the Court-house are paved with granite 
the law’s delay in this city will be auemented 
by three months’ vacation each year. To sit 
in a court-room in such weather as this 
withans the windows down to shut 
out the nolse from the street 
is an agony few will.endure. How irritating 
the constant clamor is cap be imagined, when 
at the trial of a suit for maintenance in Judge 
Valliant’s room last Wednesday, the lawyers 
were compelled to stand beside the witness 
and the Judge found it necessary to lean for- 
ward to hear the testimony. Only one window 
in the court room was open and none of 
the witnesses were weak-voiced. During the 
past month, when trials were in progress and 
when the rooms were full of witnesses and 
spectators the meroury often went to 98 deg. 
It is in such places as these

to serve as jurors, are obltzed to sit all day 
without even a promise of relief. The odors 
which naturally arise from a room packed 


wito human yes are retained in the Circuit 
Court rooms as all the windows are down and 
not a breath of fresh air admitted, On enter- 
ing the room the odor which strikes the new. 
comer is not unlike that which attacks the 
nostrils in a pest-house and it invariably pro- 
duces weakness In the region of the belt when 
one is inclined to weaknesses of that kin 1. 
Next term the demand for juries and more 
particularly for special juries to try damage 
suits will be greater than ever be ore, 
and the citizens of this clty who are on the 
jury ltstcan meditate between now and then 
on the subject and anticipate the discomforts 
in store for them unless the 133 on the 
streets is changed before next fall. 

The obstinacy of the Municipal Assembly in 
not passing a bill to reconstract the streets 
around the Court-house with wooden blocks 
not only does an injustice to the citizens of 
the city who serve as jurors and witnesses, 
but also to the thousands who are unfortu- 
nate enough to have to go to law and wait an 
8 length of time to secure jus- 

ce.

The Peeple’s Gas Bill Hunt Up” in the 
City Ceunoil. 


The Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments has falied as yet to make any report on 
the bill,introduced by the * People’s Gas & 
Electric Light & Power Co. A bearing was

© granted them assure at once the erection 
ot a complete modern gas plant. The sooner 
cheap gas is obtained the better, and asthe 
work of constructing such aplant as is now 
contemplated cannot be well prosecuted 
during the winter montha, these gentlemen 
ask that their bill be considered with- 
out unreasonabie delay, and thus afford 
them the opportunity of beginning work 
early in the fall. It is said the New York 
syndicate which owns the Laciede, bas a rep- 
resentative here to oppose any action veing 
taken on the bill. 

The gentiemen whose names are ‘embodied 
in the bill as incorporaters, Mr. John Ma- 
guire, the wealthy real @«tate agent, Mr.Rolia 
Wells, son of Erastus Wells, and Mr. Red- 
mond Walsh, who is backed by his fatner-in- 
law, Mr. Soc Newman, say they are deter- 
mined to press the matter and see if St. Louis 
Can not obtain cheap gas.

The A. A. U. was invited to send a repre- 
sentative to take a place upon the Athietic 
Committee and the Executive Committee was 
given power tocarry out the wishesof the 
convention. The matter created quite a little 
interest atthe time, and inasmuch as A. G. 
Mills, who has in hand the reorgan!zation of 
the Amateur Athlete Union, was largely in- 
stromental fn having the resolution adopted 
by the delegates, an impression got abroad 
thatan Important step had been taken, and 
while there Was a general ignorance as to the 
beneficlal results there was a vague feeling of 
satisfaction ut the passage of the resolution. 

Whilethe intention of the Turners is met 
worthy the’ proposed alliance is impractica- 
ble—in fact, a chimerical scheme. Its success 
can only be attained by the absorption of the 


A. A. U. and the degeneratian, of competitive 
athletic sport inthis country. What the ob- 
ject ofthe Turnerbund is inthe adoption of 
the foregoing resolution is told by ur. Hard- 
er in the follewing interview:

But he can do nothing 
else. He is winning valuable prizes 
just now. In a year or two his time will come; 
he will have run uimself out and makes way 
for a new champion. He retires from athletics 
with his trophies and a great neme, but the 
probabilities are that itis at the expense of 
hie health.

ALLIANCE IMPRACTICABLE. 

It is obvious that such arevolution as the 
‘proposed alliance involves would be next to 
impossible. it would mean a reorganization 
taking years ago to arrange and perfect, and 
probably would be a failure in the end. 
The average amateur goes into ath- 
letics out of pure sport. He selects one 
particular branch, and by assiduous training 
becomes proficient, perhaps „ champion. 
After a few years he becomes sated aud with- 
draws withachance, as Mr. Harder claims, 
that his athletic career has brought no ma- 
terial benefit to his health. Rigid training 
has perhaps injured it, But hundreds follow 
in the same footsteps. Health isa secondary 
consideration-in their case. They enter ath- 
letics for sport in a combative spirit. Such a 
commonplace, monotonous course as the 
turnverein cadet goes through would be irk- 
some to them and they would not follow it, 
The Germans commence at an early age and 
readily fall into dise!pline. The machine-like 
drilla they are subjected to fulfill the object 
sought and they blossom forth into sturdy, 
well-built young men, but at best only fourth 
or filth-rate athietes. 

A score of reasons might be brought forth 
why the experiment if tried will fall. Bu 
is hardly probable that an alliance on 84a 
grounds is seriously contemplated. We ha 
at present some of the greatest athletes in the 
world, and this system that hus produced 
them will probably be continued. It is use- 
less to arwue that underthe Turners’ plan we 
might have these self-same athictes, for out- 
side of gymnasium work no first-class man 
has ever stepped from theirranks. As tothe 
prize question, it is simply out of the argu- 
ment. The firat inquiry put bv our athietes 
when told ofa meeting is: ‘*What prizes are 
they giving?! Ine Turners’ ‘system is un- 
questionably the finest in the world for pbysl- 
cal development; ite benefits are incalcula- 
bie. But if it were adopted throughout the 
country America’s pre-eminence in athletic 
porte would soon be a thing of the past.

An Agreement That Will Revolutionize the 
Cattle Trade and Frove ef Immense 
Value to This State—Southwestern Cattle 
to Be Sent te Missouri—Bffects of the 
New Departure. 


N the output of beef Mu- 
sour! will far exceed Its 
previous records in 1891,“ 
said- Theodore C. Carter 
of Wichita, who is at the 
Lindell. The move- 
ment of cattie into the 
State Is just beginning, and bythe middle of 
October willamount to thousands. A month 
or two ago, as was mentioned atthe time in 
the Post- DISPATCH, we, who owned cattle in 
the In lan Territory, began to look about us 
for some plan where we could locate our 
stock that was not ready for. the 
market. After carefully examining the 
ground we made contracts with farmers 
in Western and Central Missouri to take such 
cattle as we should send and keep them until 
ready for market. 
OVER 1,000,000 HEAD 
have left or are to leave the Cherokee outlet 
and other parts of the Indian Territory, and it 
was necessary to find some piace to ripen them 
for market, as a very large proportion ofthem 
were yearlings or 2-year-olds. It was our orig- 
inal intention to send the cattle direct to Mis- 
souri, but this plan has been altered. The 
Miss:uri grass is as good for cattle as any 
that can be found in the country, and 
a summer and fall on grass with 
a winter on corn will make a Texas steer a 
different animal. After looking over the 
ground carefully we made a propesition to a 
number of range owners in Texas and South- 
ern Kansas which was accepted, and it will 
inaugurate a great change inthe methods of 
handling cattle. We will not send our im- 
mature stock to Missouri, but have arranged 
to place it on ranches in Kansas and Texas, 
and the older cattle which will have to go 


to make room for the new stock will be 
shipped to the farms and pastures 
for which we have contracted. Next 
year our young stock will be sent to this State 
for fattening and will go to market as cornified 
and not as vrass cattie. 

SO ADVANTAGEOUS IS THIS METHOD 
that it is strange that it has not been adopted 
more extensively before. Afew farsighted 
men have been inthe habit of ripening their 
range cattle in lowa and Missouri, but most 
of us have shipped direct. The plan of rais- 
ing cattle onthe ranges and fattening them 
on farms is the one that in my opinion 
and in that éf the Southwestern breeders 
with wnomlI bave consulted will prevail in 
future. During the first eighteen months ofa 
beef steer’s life it Will do about as well on the 
cheap grass of Kansas and Texas as on the 
best pastures. It is after tnut period that the 
difference in feed makes itself manifest. We 
Texas and Indian Territory men used to 
send our cattie to the ranges north 
of the Platte for ripening, as the 
grasses in that region made flesh faster 
than our Southern ranges. The ciosing of 
the trail put an end to this, and was a princl- 
pal cause of the great depression in the cattle 
business. 

THE SCHEME OP RIPENING 

the stock in Missouri! will give us back more 
than we have lost, and be of great benefit to 
this State. The Missouri farmers will not have 
to carry at a large expense caives and year- 
lings; all these will be raised on cheap grass. 
When the fine grass and corn-feeding wili do 
the most good, they will be given to the 
range cattle. The Missouri farmers. will 
thus be enabled to produce a much greater 
proportion of beef from a given amount 
of grass and corn, asitisthe last year’s feed- 
ing that tell«, the Western ranges will become 
sifmpiy feeders for the corn bert, a better 
quality of beef will be supplied to the public, 
and the breeders wii! make profit instead of 
suffering a loss. Only enough native cattie to 
keep up the stock will be kept on the ranges, 
and the farmers will be relieved of the burden 
of feeding stock that can bring no return for 
several years. there isa great deal of land 
in this State that can be used asa grazing 
ground with great profit, if the time during 
which 2 must be fed is reduced trom 
three years toone, and the result of the new 
pian will inevitably: be to raise Missauri to 
the front rank among cat@le States in the 
course of a very few years.

Terrible Tragedy at Ei Paso—Chasing Con- 
victs—Texas Topics, 


EL Paso, Tex., July 3.—A man whose 
identity has not been fully established was 
killed in a gambling and drinking resort 
known as The Gem. He was supposed to 
bea telegraph operator and railroad clerk. 
He arrived in town yesterday and made tbe 


rounds of the drinking and gambling saloons, 
giving several names and making himself 
very conspicuous by singing, dancing and 
buying drinks for the crowd. The man who 
killed him is Wm. G. Colwell, an engineer at 
the pumping station. Colwell had lost money 
at faro, and was coming out ot the place ina 
very bad humor. The stranger knqwn by the 
names of Heath, O'Reilly and Brown was 
standing outside the door. He called 
to Colwell and asked him how much 
be had lost. Colwell told him to 
mind his own business. The other man thén 
begun to make threats of wiping up the street 
with Colwell and of relieving himpof his pis- 
tol. Colwell made no reply, but drew his 
pistol and fired twice, His victim turned and 
ran into the saloon, calling aut, Loon ever 
touched me. Colwell followed him in and 
found bim lying face down on the floor 
of thesaloon. He stepped — to the prostrate 
man and, leaning over until his pistol was 
within afoot of the wounded man’s back, 
fired two more shots. In a ftw moments Col- 
Woll was arrested. Before this ocourrence 
he has been known as a quiet and inoffensive 
man, andthe whole blame is laid on cards 
and drink. 

NACOGDOCHES, July 3.—The pursult of the 
convicts who escaped from the coal camps of 
Rusk penitentiary is becoming exceedingly 
warm. The fuyitives entered the western 
part of this county and then took tothe n- 
gelina River. Reports go toshow that they 
secured arins, ammunition, cloth- 
ing and other supplies by force 
from citizensofthis county. Yesterday the 
officers surprised the convicts, bat secured 
only one, the others dividing up iu twos and 
taking to the back country. The convict 
captured surrendered before a shot was fired. 
The officers are confident of arresting the oth- 
ers. j 

PARIS, July 3.—Deputy Marshal Mynett and 
two other deputies returned to the city to- 
day from the Kiowa agency in Indian Terri- 
tory, where they went to arrest four braves 
wanted fer horse-stealing. They returned 
empty handed and gave a good reason to ex- 
plain why they did not come back with the 
Indians wanted here. They say that 
when they reached the camp, sixty miles from 
Fort Sill, the four braves wanted refused to 
surrender, and the others in the tribe sus- 
talned them. The marshals were plainly in- 
formed that blood would be spilled if they at- 
tempted to arrest anybody in the tribe.
